John 
Marsham-Townsend, lord 
of

manor of Scadbu ry , cou ld open the 
16th centu ry tomb believ ed to con­ 
tain the body of Marlowe’s patron, 
Thomas Walsingham. 
Partisans of Marlowe hope to 
find inside papers that will bear 
ou t this theory : 
Marlowe, a rising dramatist and 
poet, fell u nder su spicion of trea­ 
son and Qu een Elizabeth’s priv y 
cou ncil ordered his arrest. To sav e 
his protege, Walsingham arranged 
a tav ern stabbing and had a farm- 
er’s body identified as Marlowe’s. 
Then he seclu ded the poet at one 
of his 
estates, 
where 
Marlowe 
tu rned ou t “ Hamlet,” “ King Lear” 
and the rest of the dramas. To get 
the play s produ ced, Walsingham 
hired “ a du ll poacher” recently 
come to London, William Shak es­ 
peare of Av on, to giv e them his 
name. 
The pro-Marlowe scholars figu re 
Walsingham wou ld not hav e died 
withou t leav ing some ev idence of 
his great secret. They reck on his 
tomb was the logical hiding place. 


New Year's Road Death Toll]** This Term 
Brings Record For Holiday

nation’s 
traffic 
deaths 
mou nted to a record high for a 
three-day New' Year’s holiday ov er 
the long week end. 
It was the second consecu tiv e 
holiday week end the traffic toll 
hit a new record. The toll ov er 
the New Year 
week end, 
how­ 
ev er, was far below the record- 
break ing 609 for the Christmas 
holiday a week ago. It also was 
u nder the predicted 420. 
The final tabu lation of the New 
Year week end, inclu ding delay ed 
reports, today showed 361 traffic 
deaths, 7 2 in fires and 7 5 in the 
miscellaneou s class for an ov er­ 
all total of 508. 
The prev iou s high 
for 
traffic 
deaths in a three-day New Year 
period was 317 in 1953-54. The high­ 
est prev iou s ov er-all mark was 433 
in the same y ear. 
Traffic accidents k illed 19 per­ 
sons in Ohio alone ov er the week ­ 
end, a sharp contrast to the death 
toll of 40 
du ring 
the 
three-day 
Christmas week end. 


Ohio Director of Highway Safety 
U. C. Felty , noting that the New 
Year’s holiday total is close to the 
av erage for any three-day period 
du ring a y ear, declared: 
“I begin to believ e it is pos­ 
sible ou r pu blic has sensed the 
seriou sness of the problem.” 
He said he hopes the relativ ely 
low New Year’s week end death toll 
indicates 
increased 
safety 
con­ 
sciou sness on the 
part 
of Ohio 
motorists. 
In addition to the traffic fatali­ 
ties, Ohio listed fiv e other persons 
dead in fires, one drowned, two 
k illed in an airplane crash 
and 
one hu nting fatality . 
The National Safety Cou ncil had 
estimated last week that 420 per­ 
sons wou ld be k illed in motor mis­ 
haps du ring the New Year week ­ 
end. Bu t with the death rate ru n­ 
ning below the estimate, the cou n­ 
cil said a projection indicated the 
toll wou ld be arou nd 360. 
Ned H. Dearborn, cou ncil presi­ 
dent, said that althou gh the traf­ 
fic toll was below the cou ncil’s pre­ 


holiday estimate, “it was far from 
low enou gh.” 
“It certainly Is discou raging 
that here is another record brok ­ 
en in the wrong direction,” he 
said. 
The traffic toll of 609 du ring the 
Christmas holiday , a record for 
any holiday period, prompted law 
enforcement officials to tak e steps 
to cu rb the highway toll du ring the 
New Year week end.

breaking 609 for the Christmas 
holiday a week ago. It also was 
under the predicted 420. 
The final tabulation of the New 
Year weekend, including delayed 


Ohio Director of Highway Safety

average for any three-day period 
during a year, declared: 
“ I begin to believe it is pos­ 
sible our public has sensed the 
seriousness of the problem.”

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ECONOMY IMPERATIVE 
A FEW DAYS ago Rep. Carl Vinson, 
Georgia Democrat who is best informed in 
Congress on defense appropriations, rais­ 
ed the roof with his protest about a r m s 
contracts that were negotiated instead of 
competitiv e. Vinson estimated the gov ern­ 
ment could sav e up to $3.5 billion by com­ 
petitiv e bids. 
Now comes Sen. Harry By rd, Virginia 
Democrat who leads the economy bloc in 
Congress with ex amples of the misapplica­ 
tion of foreign aid. He say s “ billions of dol­ 
lars hav e been 
squandered” for such 
things as allocations to lower British tax es 
and to help pay off Denmark’s debt. 
Whatev er can be sav ed, and with the 
basic needs of free world defense in mind, 
should be sav ed: It is logical to presume 
that, within a budget of $40 billion for de­ 
fense and foreign assistance, many mil­ 
lions of dollars could be sav ed. That ad­ 
ministrators of such large funds are not 
alway s wise in their allocations has long 
been known. 


MIDDLE EAST POLICY 
THE WESTERN Big Three 
(Britain, 
France and the U. S.) are reported to hav e 
agreed at the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization (NATO) meeting in Paris that 
any future arms deliv eries will be made 
only by mutual agreement. 
The three Western nations with the most 
at stake in the Middle East hope this de­ 
cision will hav e a sobering effect on the 
tension there. 
According to dispatches, France made 
the point that the Arab nations and Israel 
are making a habit of play ing the large 
nations against each other to get arms. It 
is time to stop the maneuv ering and ar­ 
riv e at some ov er-all Western policy , the 
French said, and the others agreed. 
This should prov e a good preliminary for 
the coming meeting between British Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden and President 
Eisenhower when it is presumed that the 
two English-speaking nations will try to 
coordinate their Asian and Middle Eastern 
policies. 


HUMMING RAILS 
IN ANTICIPATION of continuation of 
high business v olume, the American rail­ 
roads in Nov ember placed orders for 5 1,- 
06 6 new freight cars, the highest monthly 
placement of such orders in history . The 
prev ious mark was set in J anuary , 1924, 
during which month 39 ,000 cars were or­ 
dered. 
The prev ious postwar peak was 30,065 in 
J uly , 195 0. In Nov ember, 19 5 4, only 3,7 5 4 
new cars were ordered. 


When the Treasury Department reject­ 
ed the conserv ativ e organization, 
“ For 
America,” as an educational organization, 
entitled to income tax deductions for its 
contributors, it was within its rights be­ 
cause the Treasury alone is designated to 
make such decisions. The gist of the Treas­ 
ury ’s ruling is based on the following para­ 
graph: 
“ . . .the Internal Rev enue Serv ice takes 
the position that an organization which ad­ 
v ances only a program of prev iously deter­ 
mined opinions about current problems 
with a v iew to creating fav orable public 
sentiment is not educational within t h e 
meaning of the law. 
“ In furthering its objectiv es there must 
be a fair and full presentation of all perti­ 
nent facts and information upon which it 
bases its opinions, whereby the public may 
reach independent conclusions. To qualify 
for ex emption as ‘ex clusiv ely * education­ 
al, both the purposes and activ ities of an 
organization must be designed to dissemi­ 
nate knowledge and basic factual material 
rather than matter supporting only a pre­ 
v iously determined opinion.” ** 
When one goes through the list of organ­ 
izations which hav e been granted the priv i­ 
lege, it is shocking to find that apparently 
the Right hand of the Treasury does not 
know what the Left hand is doing. 
For instance, “ The Atlantic Union Com­ 
mittee, Inc.” is engaged in political activ i­ 
ties precisely of the same kind as “ F o r 
America,” but from an internationalist 
point of v iew. “ For America” is national­ 
istic. Similarly the “ Institute of Pacific 
Relations,” which was so thoroughly in­ 
v estigated by Congress with unfav orable 
results, enjoy ed a tax deduction for con­ 
tributors. “ The Fund for the Republic” en­ 
gages in the same kind of activ ities. 
The list is long and complex and might 
well be studied by a Congressional Com­ 
mittee to determine whether legislation is 
not required definihg more specifically on 
what terms income tax deductions should 
be granted. 
The theory behind income tax deduc- 
;ions is that Americans should be encour­ 
aged to giv e to priv ate charities, to hos­ 
pitals, educational institutions, churches 
and for other good purposes. 
The donors may list such contributions 
and when contributions hav e been made to 
"hese organizations which hav e receiv ed 
authority from the Treasury , th£ donors 
may deduct the contributed amounts on 
their income tax returns. This is a proced­ 
ure that is beneficial to the country , for 
otherwise, priv ately - financed institutions 
for the public welfare would hav e to close 
their doors. 
After more than 20 y ears of attempted 
gov ernment operations in this field, t h e 
foremost American univ ersities are s t i l l 
the priv ately -endowed and supported ones 
and the same is true of hospitals and med­ 
ical schools. As for churches, it is to be 
hoped that the day nev er comes in this 
country when they are financed out of 
tax es. They should alway s be financed out 
of funds prov ided by their members, but 
the income tax is making ev ery thing of this 
for the Republic” is a political actions 
group and contributions to it should not 
hav e been tax -free.

New Drug Discov eries 
Help Fight Serious Ills 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
NEW help for arthritic su ffer­ 
ers, the mentally ill and dru g 
addicts is promised by recent 
medical developments. 
Sterane, a powerfu l antl-ar- 
thritic dru g, is a potential aid to 
some 200,000 persons now re­ 
garded as permanently disabled. 
It might also prove helpfu l to 
10,000,000 others who su ffer from 
rheu matic diseases. 
The dru g 1s a steroid and is re­ 
lated to hydrocortisone, althou gh 
it is chemically different. 
The anti-inflammatory hor­ 
mone is fou r to five times more 
potent than eortlsone or hydro­ 
cortisone. Its other u ses are in 
treatm ent of bronchial asthma, 
u lcerative colitis and several 
types of skin disease. 
Injections of histamine may 
ah&rply Increase the nu mber of 
persons leaving mental hospitals, 
a Canadian scientific team says. 
Thirty-day 
histamine 
treat­ 
ment brou ght abou t su fficient 
improvement in 20 of 100 schizo­ 
phrenic patients tested to permit 
their release. 
The improvement rate might 
have been even greater, the doc­ 
tors report, except for the fact 
that the majority of the patients 


had been u nder care for more 
than two years and many for 
more than five years. 


Dru g Addicts 
Use of thorazine may tu rn ou t 
to be of great valu e in treatment 
of dru g addiction. 
Recent stu dies Indicate that 
administration of the dru g elim­ 
inates from convalescence su ch 
distu rbing withdrawal symptoms 
as feelings of oppression in the 
chest, palpitation, irritability, 
weakness and shaky hands. 
Even insomnia, the most diffi­ 
cu lt symptom to cope with, is 
more easily controlled. 
Bu t, all su ch dru gs shou ld al­ 
ways be given u nder the direc­ 
tion of a doctor. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S. E.: I had a coronary heart 
attack abou t six months ago. Are 
there any known cu res for this 
disease, su ch as su rgery? 
Answer: You shou ld have ade­ 
qu ate rest and eliminate possible 
contribu ting factors, su ch as 
overweight, high blood pressu re, 
or stress which might have led to 
you r having a coronary heart 
attack.

A FEW DAYS ago Rep. Carl Vinson, 
Georgia Democrat who is best informed in 
Congress on defense appropriations, rais­ 
ed the roof with his protest about a r m s 
contracts that were negotiated instead of 
competitive.

MIDDLE EAST POLICY 
THE WESTERN Big Three 
(Britain, 
France and the U. S.) are reported to have 
agreed at the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization (NATO) meeting in Paris that 
any future arms deliveries will be made 
only by mutual agreement. 
The three Western nations with the most 
at stake in the Middle East hope this de­ 
cision will have a sobering effect on the 
tension there. 
According to dispatches, France made 
the point that the Arab nations and Israel 
are making a habit of playing the large 
nations against each other to get arms. It 
is tim e to stop the maneuvering and ar­ 
rive at some over-all Western policy, the 
French said, and the others agreed. 
This should prove a good preliminary for 
the coming meeting between British Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden and President 
Eisenhower when it is presumed that the 
two English-speaking nations will try to 
coordinate their Asian and Middle Eastern 
policies. 


HUMMING RAILS 
IN ANTICIPATION of continuation of 
high business volume, the American rail­ 
roads in November placed orders for 51,- 
066 new freight cars, the highest monthly 
placement of such orders in history. The 
previous mark was set in January, 1924, 
during which month 39,000 cars were or­ 
dered. 
The previous postwar peak was 30,065 in 
July, 1950. In November, 1954, only 3,754 
new cars were ordered. 
On December I, 109,370 freight c a r s 
were on order. Against this huge backlog 
of orders, 3.427 new cars were delivered 
in November, according to the Association 
of American Railroads, which released the 
foregoing figures. 
Despite increased competition f r o m 
trucks, the railroads are buying more 
freight cars than ever in history. It is ap­ 
parent that railroad management is cog­ 
nizant of existing opportunities, and that 


When the Treasury Department reject­ 
ed the conservative organization, 
“For 
America,** as an educational organization, 
entitled to income tax deductions for its 
contributors, it was within its rights be­ 
cause the Treasury alone is designated to 
make such decisions. The gist of the Treas­ 
ury’s ruling is based on the following para­ 
graph: 
. .the Internal Revenue Service takes 
the position that an organization which ad­ 
vances only a program of previously deter­ 
mined opinions about current problems 
with a view to creating favorable public 
sentiment is not educational within t h e 
meaning of the law. 
“In furthering its objectives there must 
be a fair and full presentation of all perti­ 
nent facts and information upon which it 
bases its opinions, whereby the public may 
reach independent conclusions. To qualify 
for exemption as ‘exclusively* education­ 
al, both the purposes and activities of an 
organization must be designed to dissemi­ 
nate knowledge and basic factual material 
rather than matter supporting only a pre­ 
viously determined opinion.” m 
When one goes through the list of organ­ 
izations which have been granted the privi­ 
lege, it is shocking to find that apparently 
the Right hand of the Treasury does not 
know what the Left hand is doing. 
For instance, “The Atlantic Union Com­ 
mittee, Inc.” is engaged in political activi­ 
ties precisely of the same kind as “F o r 
America,” but from an internationalist 
point of view. “For America” is national­ 
istic. Similarly the “Institute of Pacific 
Relations,” which was so thoroughly in­ 
vestigated by Congress with unfavorable 
results, enjoyed a tax deduction for con­ 
tributors. “The Fund for the Republic” en­ 
gages in the same kind of activities. 
The list is long and complex and might 
well be studied by a Congressional Com­ 
mittee to determine whether legislation is 
not required defining more specifically on 
what terms income tax deductions should 
be granted. 
The theory behind income tax deduc­ 
tions is that Americans should be encour­ 
aged to give to private charities, to hos­ 
pitals, educational institutions, churches 
and for other good purposes. 
The donors may list such contributions 
and when contributions have been made to 
these organizations which have received 
authority from the Treasury, the* donors 
may deduct the contributed amounts on 
their income tax returns. This is a proced­ 
ure that is beneficial to the country, for 
otherwise, privately - financed institutions 
for the public welfare would have to close 
their doors. 
After more than 20 years of attempted 
government operations in this field, t h e 
foremost American universities are s t i l l 
the privately-endowed and supported ones 
and the same is true of hospitals and med­ 
ical schools. As for churches, it is to be 
hoped that the day never comes in this 
country when they are financed out of 
taxes. They should always be financed out 
of funds provided by their members, but 
the income tax is making everything of this 
for the Republic” is a political actions 
group and contributions to it should not 
have been tax-free. On the other hand, if 
the best ideas and income tax deductions 
for political actions groups are a violation 
of the objectives of the permitted deduc­ 
tion. Such an organization as “The Fund 
contributions to “The Fund for the Repub­ 
lic” are tax-free, then the same rule should 
be applied to “For America.*

New Drug Discoveries 
Help Fight Serious Ills 


By MERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
NEW help for arthritic suffer­ 
ers, the mentally ill and drug 
addicts Is promised by recent 
medical developments. 
Sterane, a powerful anti-ar­ 
thritic drug, la a potential aid to 
some 200,000 persons now re­ 
garded as permanently disabled. 
It might also prove helpful to 
10,000,000 others who suffer from 
rheumatic diseases. 
The drug Is a steroid and Is re­ 
lated to hydrocortisone, although 
it Is chemically different. 
The anti-inflammatory hor­ 
mone Is four to five times more 
potent than cortisone or hydro­ 
cortisone. Its other uses are In 
treatment of bronchial asthma, 
ulcerative colitis and several 
types of skin disease. 
Injections of histamine may 
sharply Increase the number of 
persons leaving mental hospitals, 
a Canadian scientific team says. 
Thirty-day 
histamine treat­ 
ment brought about sufficient 
Improvement in 20 of IOO schizo­ 
phrenic patients tested to permit 
their release. 
The Improvement rate might 
have been even greater, the doc­ 
tors report, except for the fact 
that the majority of the patients 


had been under care for more 
th a n two years and m any for 
more th a n five years.

Use of thorazine m ay tu rn out 
to be of great value In tre a tm e n t 
of drug addiction. 
R ecent studies indicate th a t 
adm inistration of the drug elim ­ 
inates from convalescence such 
disturbing w ithdraw al sym ptom s 
as feelings of oppression In th e 
c h e st, p a lp ita tio n , Irrita b ility , 
weakness and shaky hands. 
Even insom nia, the m ost diffi­ 
cult sym ptom to cope w ith, Is 
more easily controlled. 
B ut, all such drugs should al­ 
ways be given under the direc­ 
tion of a doctor.

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NATION FACES NEW SECURITY PERIL 
• • • 
U. S. Scientific Training Program Continues 
To Lag Badly Despite Recent Repeated Warnings

WASHINGTON — One of the 
most pressing problems before the 
National Security council today is 
what to do about America’s lag­ 
ging scientific training programs. 
Top American scientists, mili­ 
tary men and civilian defense lead­ 
ers repeatedly warned in recent 
months about the possible tragic 
consequences th at might result if 
the present scute situaUon is al­ 
lowed to deteriorate still further. 
The NSC’s activiUes are top 
secret. However, according to one 
highly authoritative source, the 
NSC has begun to pud “all stops’* 
in an effort to cope with the cru­ 
cial situation. President Eisenhow­ 
er himself is known to be particu­ 
larly concerned about the ominous 
•'shadow on the wall.” 
In focusing nationwide attention 
on the shortage of highly-trained 
technical and scientific personnel 
needed for defense work, the gov­ 
ernment hopes to persuade more 
youths to enter scientific fields.

IF AMERICA’S young men fail 
to respond tn the numbers needed 
to the urgent demand for more 
manpower in the physical sciences, 
you can expect the government to 
launch a widespread drive to re­ 
cruit womey into the technical pro­ 
fessions. 
This, we’re told, is highly likely 
to happen in the light of past ex­ 
perience. 
At the same time it, was pointed 
out 
that 
Rosie-the-Riveter 
of 
World War II fame is also needed 
in defense industries, although her 
on-the-job training 
in technical 
fields other than mere riveting 
would likely be more complex to­ 
day than during the war years. 
This is why it has become in­ 
creasingly necessary for defense 
leaders to alert today's youth to 
the importance of 
a thorough 
grounding 
in 
time - consuming 
scientific and technical training 
programs. 
According to the Navy's nu­ 
clear division chief, Rear Adm. H. 
G. Rickover, Russia will outpace 
the United States in the total num­ 
ber of scientists and engineers in 
less than five years.

BY I960, he stressed, the Soviets 
may be inventing better machines 
than we can turn out simply be­ 
cause they wrill have more scien­ 
tific men and women than us. 
Rickover considers the present 
crisis in education as grave a 
problem as any that faces the 
United States today. “Unless it is 
dealt with promptly and effective­ 
ly." he warns, “the machinery

which sustains our level of ma­ 
terial 
prosperity 
and 
political 
power will begin to slow down and 
we will be in danger of losing the 
cold war by default.” 
Allen Dulles, director of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence agency, has also 
emphasized this.

1950 
and 1960, he said recently, Russia 
will have graduated 1,200,000 sci­ 
entists and engineers, compared 
with 900,000 in the United States 
under its present program. 
The

States 
now 
has 
about 800,000 engineers and sci­ 
entists compared to Russia’s 650,- 
000. However, the Soviet Union is 
today graduating almost twice as 
many technical specialists in cer­ 
tain fields as the United States.

CHAIRMAN of the Atomic En­ 
ergy commission, Lewis L. Strauss, 
put it this way, “In IO years we 
could be hopelessly outstripped.’’ 
The already dangerous situation, 
he warns, “could become disas­ 
trous” within the next decade. 
Strauss believes more scientists 
should volunteer to conduct class­ 
es in scientific studies in secondary 
schools to whip the situation. He 
also thinks American institutions 
of higher learning should make 
sufficient credits in physics and 
chemistry a requirement for en­ 
rollment. 
Rickover feels industry and labor 
groups should financially support 
every young person who is quali­ 


fied to obtain a college education. 
Rickover would also like to see 
the salaries of teachers “increased 
drastically” and the school year 
lengthened from 180 to about 210 
class days. He points out that in 
Europe, as well as in Russia, stu­ 
dents go to classes six days a 
week.

RICKOVER, moreover, is for a 
“dual” school system at the sec­ 
ondary level which permits bright 
students to forge ahead in high 
schools with higher standards. 
It is interesting to note that in 
Soviet Russia students begin to 
specialize 
while 
in 
secondary 
school, where 40 per cent of all 
instruction is devoted to science. 
There is only a small number of 
Russian graduates in the humani­ 
ties, whereas between 65 and 70 
per cent of all graduates in this 
country are in the social sciences 
and the liberal arts. 
While the problem has many 
ramifications, authorities are not 
so much concerned about lowering 
the numbers of those in the social 
sciences as they are about getting 
more qualified students into the 
physical sciences. 
One major problem, then, is to 
open the doors of learning to more 
students 
interested 
in 
science, 
while another is to help pay the 
way of scientifically-minded stu­ 
dents who normally could not af­ 
ford college.

But if he has any­ 
thing more than hope—if he has 
any evidence for it—Dulles didn’t 
disclose it. 
Alter outlining the number of 
American 
military 
alliances

1955, Dulles said “Thus, the free 
world has done much to consoli 
date its position and deter open 
aggression.” 
He added: “Now the Soviet rul­ 
ers turn to other devices. We can 
be confident that these, too, will 
fail and that 1956 will further ex­ 
tend the influence of the free 
weald.” 
n e didn’t explain what he meant 
by the Soviet’s “other devices.” 
Perhaps he meant their anti-West­ 
ern propaganda tour through Asia 
and the economic help they of­ 
fered there and in the Middle East. 
But when he said these devices 
“ too, will fail,” be wasn’t being 
clear at all. Because it isn’t clear 
where the Russians failed in 1955. 
At the end of the year they 
sein ed to be doing all right. At 
le«Ht they claimed they were, after 
the big welcome the Asians gave 
Prem ier Bulganin and Communist 
party boss Khrushchev. 
Western diplomats seemed con­ 
cerned about the Russians’ trip. 
And the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion certainly made haste to urge 
that American foreign aid be con­ 
tinued. 
Actually, the Russians* success 
ir^Asia—if it was a success—may 
hive 
been 
grossly exaggerated. 
Any success of the trip w'ill have 
to be proved by later develop­ 
ments. The trip itself was not 
enough. 
Dulles, in his brief statem ent 
made in New York, did not go into 
all the phases of American for­ 
eign policy aimed at stopping Rus­ 
sian progress in the world. 
But it may be significant that 


v j m t he did choose to talk about 
was American military alliances. 
He has a natural pride in them. 
In helping build them he became 
the 
most traveled secretary of 
state in American history. 
The alliances no doubt have dis­ 
couraged the 
Com rn un! sta from 
hasty aggressions. And now Dulles 
may find more time to spend at 
home thinking in term s far wider 
than military alliances. 
^*he Russians, by their trips and 
their tactics, made it plain enough 
American military pacts can’t bot­ 
tle up their efforts to convert and 
take over the world. 
The United States could become 
so complacent about the military 
wall it has built to hem in the 
Russians, that it might wind up 
like 
the 
pre-war 
French 
who 
dreamed 
of 
safety 
behind 
the 
Maginot Line.

do in January. 
Many operators of farms have 
a social security responsibility to 
meet for the first time this month. 
These are employers of farm 
labor who heretofore have 
not 
been required to report wages 
paid to hired help, or pay social 
security taxes on those w a g e s 
because their employes did not 
meet the regularity-of-work test 
which applied to form labor be­ 
fore 1955. 
The 1954 changes in the socia 
security law did away with that 
test and substituted another one 
whereby the work of most farm 
employes started to count toward 
old-age 
and survivors 
insurance 
protection beginning with January 
I, 1955. Any farm operator who 
paid $100 or more cash wages to an 
agricultural employee in 1955 is re­ 
quired to report all cash wages 
paid the employee up to $4200 in 
the year and pay the social secur­ 
ity tax on or before January 31, 
1956. 
The social security tax on agri­ 
cultural employees’ wages is four 
percent. If a self-employed farm er 
had more than 
one 
agricultural 
employee in 1955, the $100 
cash 
wages test applies separately to 
each of them.* * * 
THE LAW provides for the em­ 
ployers sharing of the social se­ 
curity tax with his employe. 
He may have taken the em ­ 
ploye’s share (two percent) out 
of his wages each time he paid 
him during 1955. Or he may have 
waited until the cash wages paid 
to the employee totaled $100. Or 
he may have failed to deduct any 
amount 
at 
all 
from 
his 
cash 
wages. 
In any event, the social security 
tax must be paid. This is the farm 
operator’s responsibility 
and he 
must meet it on or before 
the last 
day in January. 
For reporting wages paid to 
farm employees and paying the

Home Construction 
Total May Be Down 
A Little In 1956

NEW YORK GW—Turning other 
people’s savings into homes — an 
idea that got its American start 
125 years ago today—is in its big­ 
gest spurt. 
Savings 
and 
loan 
associations 
are counting on 1956 being just as 
happy a year for them as last 
despite federal credit curbs and 
even if a few less homes are 
built. 
They finance about one third of 
the 
homes 
b u i l t 
each 
year. 
Leaders p r e d i c t there will be 
plenty of demand from the right 
kind of risks (by lenders* stan­ 
dards). 
And they hope to find 
enough money to satisfy the de­ 
mand. If fewer houses are started, 
they 
contend, 
it will be other 
lenders who will feel it. 
There’s some chance, too, that 
federal curbs will be eased. The 
big question, however, is whether 
people will save* enough this year 
to keep investment coffers filled. 
The loan associations are scram­ 
bling for money just now. To find 
funds for new mortgages some are 
selling their present ones to the 
Federal National Mortgage Assn 
in the g r e a t e s t volume in 13 
months. In the two weeks before 
Christmas Fanny Mae (the federal 
corporation’s 
nicknam e) 
brought 
13M» million dollars worth of old 
mortgages, 
providing 
funds 
to 
keep the m o r t g a g e business 
rolling. 
The first savings and loan group 
—was founded Jan. 3, 1831, in 
Frankford Village, near Philadel- 
phia. By March 2 it had enough 
money to make its first loan, $375, 
to the town’s lam plighter to build 
a home. The house still stands and 
is now the property of the Penn­ 
sylvania Savings & Loan League.
